New treatments offer 
to add months to life, 
but at steep prices 

Boston 

Cancer patients, brace yourselves. 
Many new drug treatments cost 
nearly $100,000 a year, sparking 
fresh debate about how much a few 
months more of life is worth. 

The latest is Provenge, a first-of- 
a-kind therapy approved in April. It 
costs $93,000 a year and adds four 
months’ survival, on average, for 
men with incurable prostate tumors. 
Bob Svensson is honest about why 
he got it: insurance paid. 

“I would not spend that money,” 
because the benefit doesn’t seem 
worth it, says Svensson, 80, a for- 
mer corporate finance officer from 
Bedford, Mass. 

His supplemental Medicare plan 
is paying while the government 
decides whether basic Medicare 
will cover Provenge and for whom. 
The tab for taxpayers could be huge 
— prostate is the most common 
cancer in American men. Most of 
those who have it will be eligible for 
Medicare, and Provenge will be an 
option for many late-stage cases. A 
meeting to consider Medicare cov- 
erage is set for Nov. 17. 


Difficult Choices 

For the last decade, new cancer- 
fighting drugs have been topping 
$5,000 a month. Only a few of these 
keep cancer in remission so long 
that they are, in effect, cures. For 
most people, the drugs may buy a 
few months or years. Insurers usu- 
ally pay if Medicare pays. But some 
people have lifetime caps, and 
more people are uninsured because 
of job layoffs in the recession. The 
nation’s new health care law elimi- 
nates these lifetime limits for plans 
that were issued or renewed on 
Sept. 23 or later, (ap) 


Unlike drugs that people can 
try for a month or two and keep 
using only if they keep respond- 
ing, Provenge is an all-or-nothing 
$93,000 gamble. It’s a one-time 
treatment to train the immune sys- 
tem to fight prostate tumors. Part 
of why it costs so much is that it’s 
a treatment that is individually 
prepared. But until it shows wider 
promise, enthusiasm will be tepid, 
said Dr. Elizabeth Plimack a pros- 
tate specialist at the Fox Chase Can- 
cer Center in Philadelphia. 

“Based on the information, they 
think the cost is tremendous, and 
they think the benefit is very small,”

As construction ban

Jewish settlers released balloons

Fact-Check 


Movies often have Web sites, but it’s not so often that websites 
have movies. Facebook, of course, is not just any website; in the 
6 1/2 years since founder and chief executive Mark Zuckerberg 
started the social networking service in his Harvard dorm room, 
it has acquired 500 million users worldwide. It may be the fastest- 
growing company in history. And now, yes, it is the inspiration 
for a movie, “The Social Network,” opening Oct. 1. Even before 
Hollywood got involved, Facebook was the subject of quite a bit of 
lore — not all of it true. Here are five myths.

When Zuckerberg started Face- 
book in the spring of 2004, it was 
just for his classmates — but that 
chapter lasted only a matter of 
months. The site opened to stu- 
dents with e-mail addresses from 
other colleges later that year, to 
high schoolers in 2005 and to all 
adults in 2006. While Facebook’s 
base still skews young, about two- 
thirds of its 134 million American 
members are older than 26. Outside 
the United States, Facebook’s fast- 
est growth has been among mid- 
dle-aged women.

Zuckerberg is constantly making 
changes to Facebook’s features and 
interface, and some of these chang- 
es have left users with less control 
over how their personal data are 
displayed. In one such instance last 
year, each user’s list of friends was 
made public; the resulting outcry by 
privacy advocates and a small but 
vocal group of users forced Face- 
book to retreat this spring. 

The company’s critics presume 
that these changes reflect a prof- 
it motive — they note that expos- 
ing users’ data makes it easier for 
advertisers to target them. But 
Zuckerberg doesn’t seem to see 
ad revenue as an end in itself; he 
sees it as a way to pay the bills as 
he expands his service. (If his pri- 
mary motivation were short-term 
financial success, he might have 
accepted Microsoft’s 2007 offer, 
which would have paid him, at age 
23, more than $4 billion for his 
share of the company. He didn’t 
even consider it.) 


Some say they are, but actions 
speak louder than words, and 
Facebook has continued to grow 
through each controversy. The big- 
gest one took place in September 
2006, when Facebook introduced 
its News Feed feature, which pres- 
ents the latest information about 
each user to all of his or her friends. 
Although 10 percent of Facebook 
users protested this change, the 
News Feed quickly became the 
site’s most popular feature. 


Friendly Faces? 

Many users accept friend requests 
from people they don’t know very 
well— if atall. In an experiment, 
security firm Sophos invited Face- 
book users to befriend someone 
named Freddi Staur, whose profile 
contained almost no information 
but showed a photo of a small green 
plastic frog. The request was ac- 
cepted by 41 percent of users. 


Zuckerberg briefly worked for a 
group of older students who were 
building an online social network 
they called Harvard Connection 
(later renamed ConnectU), but he 
launched his own site, which he 
originally dubbed Thefacebook, 
before they could complete theirs. 
The older students felt betrayed 
and filed a lawsuit against Zuck- 
erberg, charging that he’d ripped 
off their idea. He settled the claim 
out of court, reportedly paying the 
students stock worth tens of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

But a little context is helpful. 
Zuckerberg and the older students 
were greatly influenced by servic- 
es already in operation, includ- 
ing Friendster, which launched in 
March 2003. Moreover, social net- 
works were appearing at colleg- 
es all over the country that school 
year, including at Yale, Columbia 
and Baylor. A sophisticated service 
called Club Nexus had launched at 
Stanford in 2001. 


Friendster was created by a guy who 
said part of his motivation was to 
help people find dates; MySpace 
was initially used for much the same 
purpose. Facebook, by contrast, was 
conceived as a much broader com- 
munication tool. Friendster and 
MySpace were never as technologi- 
cally sophisticated as Facebook, nor 
did their leaders possess a fraction 
of Facebook’s paranoia about com- 
petitors. And neither service ever 
became nearly as large as Facebook. 
It is the largest service on the Inter- 
net by far in terms of hours of use, 
and it has become the world’s larg- 
est repository of photos.

Steven Jackson watched from the 
sideline as the St. Louis Rams 
ended a 14-game home losing 
streak.

Backup running back Kenneth 
Darby scored the go-ahead touch- 
down in the third quarter, help- 
ing the Rams overcome an injury 
to Jackson in a 30-16 victory over 
the Redskins on Sunday. 

The Rams (1-2) won for only 
the second time in 29 games over- 
all behind a strong start and even 
stronger finish, with the biggest 
offensive showing under second- 
year coach Steve Spagnuolo. 

St. Louis, which lost its first 
two games by a total of six points, 
topped its previous best of 23 points 
under Spagnuolo in a five-point loss 
to the Saints last November. 

The Rams led 14-0 after their 
first two scores in the first quarter 
this season, weathered a 13-point 
surge by the Redskins plus a blocked 
field goal at the end of the half, and 
played keep -away after the break.

W hite shirt, gray pinstripes, eyes fixed on the bottom line? Sounds so yesterday! 

Today, MBAs are expanding beyond traditional business careers. They 
are starting entrepreneurial ventures, leading nonprofit organizations and joining 
government agencies. And MBA curricula, classmates and career opportunities are 
increasingly international. MBAs tackle national security, global development, health care 


policy, environmental sustainability and much more. 

"Not only has MBA education matured over the past 30 years, but 
recent events also have provoked important questions about the role of 
business schools.

A growing number of students are opting for part time MBA 
programs, which make it feasible to pursue the degree while working 
full time. Professionals in a variety of fields often pursue an MBA to 
expand their horizons and develop a managerial skill set. For example, 
Strayer University offers online MBA programs with concentrations 
in accounting, finance, health administration, human resources 
management, information systems management, public administration 
and various other specialties.

Bottom Line 

A traditional, two-year, full time MBA program could set you back 
anywhere from less than $20,000 with in-state tuition and an employee 
reimbursement program to more than $ 1 50,000 at a top-ranked private 
university, plus the cost of taking time off the job market. 

"It's very, very difficult to decide to leave your job to study full time 
unless you are going to a global brand school," said John Fernandes, 
president and CEO of the Association to Advance Collegiate Schools 
of Business International (AACSB). A recent survey by the Graduate 
Management Admissions Council (GMAC) has found softening demand 
for full time MBA programs. 

In 2006, a Financial Times survey found that MBA students 
graduating from leading business schools often landed starting salaries 
well into the six figures. In today's tough job market, however, not all 
freshly minted MBAs can count on earning enough to pay back their 
education loans. Even at Harvard Business School, one quarter of last 
year's MBAs didn't have a job lined up by the time they graduated, 
according to poetsandquants.com, a new Website that focuses on 
business school education.

"It's a tough recipe these days," Fernandes said. "I would want 
to do it with a company subsidy if possible." A smart first step toward 
pursuing an MBA is to find a job with one of the many companies that 
offer a tuition reimbursement program. 

The George Washington University School of Business is among 
those offering not only a full time MBA, but also part time MBA 
programs for working professionals. In addition to financial support, an 
employer may allow flexible scheduling to allow time to get to a 5 p.m. 
class or take off Friday afternoon for a weekend seminar. 

GMAC's latest global survey of business schools, released 
in August, found a sharp rise in applications to executive education 
programs. Many employers offer substantial support for selected 
mid-career professionals with extensive work experience to attend 
such programs. 


In the United States, no differences in application trends to full-time MBA programs were observed across national regions. Part-time MBA 
programs in the United States, however, did witness regional variations in application trends. The strongest application flow to part-time 
MBA programs in 2010 was observed in the northeast and the weakest was in the west and the south (see chart above). According to 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics, the northeast reported the lowest regional jobless rate in June 2010 (8.8%), and the west reported 
the highest (10.7%).’ On the other hand, personal income from first quarter 2009 to first quarter 2010 increased by three percent in the 
northeast, but only by one percent in the west.

The executive MBA program at Virginia Tech's Pamplin School of 
Business offers an immersion approach in its National Capital Region and 
other Virginia locations. Its core program covers accounting, economics, 
organizational behavior and decision theory. This is followed by course 
choices in traditional business areas such as marketing, finance, 
information technology and operations management. An international 
perspective and a strong focus on high technology management 
underlie several of the program's advanced courses. 


J.J. Burke, age 27, is optimistic that he will have no trouble paying 
off his large loans from pursuing a full time MBA at the University 
of Maryland's Smith School of Business. After graduating in May, he 
continued in an internship, begun in January, with the financial services 
team at Avalere Health, a consulting firm in Washington, D.C. Founded 
by a former Clinton staffer, the firm focuses on health care business 
strategy and public policy. By the time Burke's first loan payment 
comes due in November, he hopes to have a permanent job, possibly 
at Avalere. 

"Academically, pursuing a full time MBA was an excellent 
decision," Burke said. He figures about 70 percent of his classmates 
now have jobs; many are working in the investment, corporate and 
financial sectors. "Those with jobs have been very picky about what 
job they will take," he said. Although most feel confident of their 
ability to make loan payments, Burke figures that if he were starting an 
MBA program in today's job market, he would probably choose a part 
time program.

In a challenging job market, however, positions with employer- 
based tuition subsidies can be hard to come by. Many MBA programs 
prefer candidates with at least two years of work experience. 
Unemployed recent college grads can strengthen an MBA admission 
application with relevant volunteer experience and jobs not directly 
related to business studies. 
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Attending an in-state public university can be the most 
cost-effective way to pursue a high-quality, full time MBA. For some 
candidates with high GMAT scores and other key qualifications, 
however, taking out large loans can be a smart gamble even in a down 
job market. Many new MBA grads at top-ranked schools continue to 
land jobs with six-digit salaries.

But Don Jacobs, dean emeritus of Northwestern University's 
Kellogg School of Management, believes that leading business 
schools need to become less expensive to adjust to today's economic 
realities. "To compete for the best students, we're going to have to 
lower the price of the degree," he said. 


Top Schools 

Going to a top-ranked business school can be more important than 
attending a prestigious university at the undergraduate level, because 
MBA rankings are associated with salaries and job opportunities on a 
national and international scale. 

"Top business school" is a relative term, but there are rankings 
galore to help you identify the best bets in business education. This does 
not mean you need to focus only on schools like Wharton, Stanford, 
Harvard or Chicago, which appear on many top-five lists. A variety of 
other schools also have high rankings and name recognition. 

BusinessWeek rankings, which include input from alumni and 
recruiters, currently include Northwestern and the University of Michigan 
in the top five, along with Chicago, Harvard and Wharton. BusinessWeek 
ranks international schools separately from U.S. schools. 

The Economist takes a more global perspective. It looks mostly 
at data provided by the schools themselves and comes up with some 
unusual results: lESE in Spain and IMD in Switzerland are the top two 
business schools, followed by UC Berkeley. 

Financial T/mes surveys alumni and looks at faculty research in addition 
to data from the schools. Its top pick this year: London Business School. 


Some schools already supplement need-based aid with merit- 
based scholarships. The Johns Hopkins Carey School offers a very 
limited amount of merit aid for its Global MBA program, and the 
California-based Monterey Institute of International Studies offers a 
relatively large number of merit scholarships to its MBA students. 


Forbes ranks MBA programs based on alumni salaries. The top- 
ranked school in August 2009 was Stanford, followed by Dartmouth, 
Harvard, Chicago and Wharton.

U.5. News & World Report uses a wide variety of carefully 
considered factors and comes up with the usual names on top, along 
with MIT and Northwestern. 

GMAT scores are a key component in the U.5. News rankings 
and are also important in the Financial Times and Economist rankings. 
In fact, it is widely believed that pressure to maintain high rankings 
has led business school admission committees to focus on GMAT 
scores, which has led to rising scores at the top business schools. 
Admission committees may often feel compelled to take the students 
with the highest GMAT scores over candidates who may be stronger 
in other ways. 

Research shewed that the GMAT typically acceunts for 30 to 40 percent 
of the admit decision at most business schools.

"The problem with rankings is that they drive behavior, " said Eileen 
Peacock, AACSB's chief officer for Asia. "Everyone wants to be at the 
top, so all the top schools look the same, and you lose innovation. We 
at AACSB believe you can be a small school with different kinds of 
students and be very, very good." 

When The Wall Street Journal ranked MBA programs from 2001 
to 2007, it did not factor in GMAT scores but based rankings solely on 
the views of recruiters who visit campuses to hire the schools' MBAs. 
Dartmouth was at the top in 2007, followed by UC Berkeley, Columbia, 
Carnegie-Mellon and MIT. 


Meanwhile, a new digital publication. Poets and Quants 
(poetsandquants.com) offers an analysis of the various business 
school rankings — a ranking of the rankings themselves. It is produced 
by John Byrne, a former editor-in-chief of BusinessWeek.com and 
executive editor of BusinessWeek who now runs a company called 
C-Change Media. 

Poets and Quants also offers a ranking of its own, which shows 
the usual business schools leading, along with New York University in 
the top ten. 

Poets and Quants may sound like an odd name for a business 
school publication, but Byrne explains, "Poets are MBA candidates 
with liberal arts undergraduate degrees. Not surprisingly, perhaps, 
they often struggle with the finance and statistics courses. Quants are 
students with business, financial or engineering backgrounds who are 
undaunted by spreadsheets and statistical analysis but may have some 
trouble writing a well-structured, smartly argued paper. Many MBA 
programs consciously combine poets and quants in teams so they can 
take advantage of each other's skills." 

More Rankings 

Traditional business school rankings might not be your best 
guide if you agree with Carey Business School dean Yash Gupta's view 
that business schools need to train people for leadership positions 
in a global economy where the nature of business has changed 
dramatically. "Responding to the rankings is like managing by stock 
price," Gupta said. And AACSB's Peacock believes that rankings don't 
necessarily measure all of the faculty talent that can be crucial to a 
program's quality.

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But In addition to the mainstream rankings, there are a variety of alternative rankings based on diverse criteria. Consider the following: 


• Entrepreneurship. In Entrepreneur Magazine's 2009 ranking of the top 25 
graduate schools for entrepreneurship, the business school at Babson College 
is number one, followed by business schools at the University of Southern 
California, Drexel University, Tulane and Rice University. 

• Social and environmental stewardship. "Beyond Grey Pinstripes" 
(www.beyondgreypinstripes.org) is an alternative ranking of business schools 
that looks at full time MBA programs' integration of social and environmental 
stewardship issues into the curriculum. Produced by the Aspen Center for 
Business Education, the ranking identifies innovative programs that prepare 
students for the reality of tomorrow's markets by equipping them with the 
social, environmental, ethical and economic perspectives required for business 
success in a competitive and fast-changing world. Currently, its top ten schools 
are Michigan, Yale, Stanford, Notre Dame, UC Berkeley, NYU, Columbia, U.Va., 
Cornell and George Washington University. 

• International "green" programs. The "Beyond Grey Pinstripes" rankings 
also appear on the Website TopMBA.com, thanks to a new partnership 
between QS TopMBA and the Aspen Institute. First place goes to the Schulich 
School of Business at York University in Toronto, Ontario, Canada. TopMBA 
also offers separate lists of top business schools by region for North America, 
Europe, Asia and Australasia and Middle East/Africa. 

• Individual criteria. The MBA program that suits one student might not be 
so great for another student, so Princeton Review identifies the best schools 


for meeting specific criteria, rather than ranking the schools. It surveys 
business school students and uses data from schools to identify which ones 
offer the best classroom experience, and which ones have the best professors, 
the greatest opportunity for minority students, the greatest opportunity for 
women, the most family friendly environment or other qualities. 

• Opportunities for women. In 1998, Working Woman magazine found 
that women comprised around 25 to 35 percent of the class or less at the 
most prestigious business schools. In a ranking of best business schools 
for women. Working Woman identified Columbia, Michigan, UC Berkeley, 
Northwestern and U.Va. as the five most woman-friendly among leading 
business schools. Even today, women continue to comprise only around 
30 percent of the student body, on average in traditional, prestigious, full 
time MBA programs. A recent survey by Catalyst, a group that works to 
expand opportunities for women in business, found that women MBAs from 
leading business schools around the world continue to enter the career 
ladder at lower levels than men and receive lower salaries. 

• Overall university strength. This year's Times Higher Education World 
University Rankings compare the overall quality of leading universities, 
not just their business schools (for details, see page 23). All of the top 
five spots in the rankings go to U.S. schools: Harvard University is first, 
followed by Caltech, MIT, Stanford and Princeton. Three of the five 
have business schools; Harvard, MIT and Stanford are leading names in 
business education.

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Asia Rising 

In the centuries-old city center of Jaipur, Rajasthan, India, a small 
storefront college is surrounded by fruit stands and tourist shops. 
Along one side of the doorway, a long list of degrees is painted on the 
pink stucco wall: MBA, MCA, M.Ed., BBSTC, BBA and more. 



A barrier to slow down traffic approaching railway tracks in the 
city of Jodhpur displays an ad for Aishwarya College: BBA, BCA, 
PGDCA, MCA, MBA. 

And a banner hangs on the second-story wall of a run-down 
building on a crowded thoroughfare: "Lucky Institute of Professional 
Studies— MBA, MCA, M.Ed., M.A.(Edu), B.Ed., BSTC." 

Education is a hot item in India. While engineering and information 
technology have long been presumed paths to success, the MBA has 
emerged as the latest ticket to prosperity. 

At the leading end are the renowned, government-funded 
India Institutes of Management (IIMs). "The top ones are renowned 
worldwide. They are very good technically and mathematically, and 
there is huge demand to get in," says Eileen Peacock, AACSB's chief 
officer for Asia said. She noted that an IIM with 300 openings could 
have as many as 30,000 applicants. 


Graduate management educatien remains se preminent in India that the 
Graduate Management Admissiens Ceuncil, which administers the GMAT, is 
epening an effice there. And Princeten Review has even mere lecatiens in 
India than in China far its GMAT, GRE and ether test preparatian services. 


While some of India's other MBA-granting institutions are also 
very good. Peacock said many are simply businesses. "You can set up 
shop and people will pay, even if it's illegal," she explained. Many of 
these degree-granting businesses don't have the patience, she said, to 
pursue AACSB accreditation, a rigorous quality assessment completed 
by top MBA programs in the U.S. and around the world. 
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Although India is producing masses of MBAs, Peacock estimates 
that only the top 8 percent or so are getting jobs. Nonetheless, 
graduate management education remains so prominent in India that 
the Graduate Management Admissions Council, which administers 
the GMAT, is opening an office there. And Princeton Review has even 
more locations in India than in China for its GMAT, GRE and other test 
preparation services. 

Meanwhile, a new law in India may soon allow U.S. business 
schools to open their own campuses there. While some U.S. and 
European business schools already have campuses in Singapore 
and Malaysia, foreign universities in India are currently restricted to 
program-specific collaborations with Indian schools. Duke University's 
Fuqua School of Business is one school that plans to expand into 
India in whatever way the law will permit, and Georgia Institute of 
Technology hopes to proceed with a research center in Hyderabad. 

China, like India, is home to a fast-growing number of 
business schools, including three that have already achieved AACSB 
accreditation. But unlike MBA programs in India, business schools in 
China are highly government-controlled. "A school in China can only 
offer an MBA if the government allows it to," Peacock said. "The 
schools themselves don't make decisions," she added. 

Business schools in Europe and North America are also popular 
among students from India and China. "Everyone believes the U.S. has 
the edge in management education, because that's where the MBA 
started," Peacock said. "But I think the U.S. MBA is not necessarily 
superior to any other MBA. The development of a good MBA is 
extremely dependent on the quality of the school and the quality of 
its faculty. Schools need to hire talent and spend time on curriculum 
development." O

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MAKING GRAD SCHOOL PAY OFF 

R ob, age 25, is a project manager at a nonprofit orga- 
nization specializing in international development. He 
has a bachelor's degree and earns $30,000 per year. With a 
master's degree, he would qualify for a modest salary boost 
to about $35,000 per year. If grad school would cost him, 
say, $50,000, is it worth the investment? 

It might depend on the subject area. In a high-demand field like 
business, engineering or information technology, a master's degree 
could eventually boost his salary and job opportunities considerably. In 
fields with less job opportunity, calculating the value of an M.A. can be 
more complex. 

Dollars and Sense 

To assess a graduate program's immediate job market value, it 
pays to ask the admissions office how many of last year's graduates 
of the program now have a job in the field. Program representatives 
should be able to identify the average starting salary for their recent 
graduates and tell you how long it took them, on average, to find a job 
after graduation. 

According to data from the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS), the 
median annual salary for a worker with a master's degree is more than 
$12,000 higher than for those with only a bachelor's. Unemployment 
rates are also much lower for those with an advanced degree. 

"In the world that looms before us, increasingly, a bachelor's 
degree is no longer sufficient for future success," according to the 
Council of Graduate Schools (www.cgsnet.org). "Individuals who earn a 
master's degree will gain an edge in this increasingly competitive global 
marketplace, earn more money over the course of their careers and 
play a substantial leadership role in the evolving knowledge economy 
of the 21st century." 
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According to data from the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS), the median annual 
salary for a worker with a master’s degree is more than $12,000 higher than for 
those with only a bachelor’s. Unemployment rates are also much lower for those 
with an advanced degree. 


An advanced degree can also offer some less-tangible benefits: 


• Job eligibility. Many jobs favor applicants who have a 
master's degree. In fact, a master's in any field could boost your 
qualifications on a civil service form, an application to work abroad 
or a large company's personnel hierarchy. In fields such as teaching 
and social work, earning a master's degree is often the key to a 
higher salary. BLS reports an unemployment rate of 5.2 percent 
for college grads with a bachelor's degree and only 3.9 percent for 
those with a master's degree. 

• School name recognition. If your undergraduate degree is from 
a school that few employers have heard of, you might want to 
upgrade your resume with a master's degree from a name-brand 
school. If you have an impressive-sounding M.A., who cares where 
you got your B.A.? 

• Academic boost. A student with a so-so undergraduate record 
can morph into a top graduate student. If going to parties was 
your main accomplishment in college, grad school could give you a 
chance to get serious about your studies. It could also help you fine- 
tune your communications, critical thinking and leadership skills. 

• Career discovery. The right grad school program could help you 
discover a passion and connect it to the job market. Going to grad 
school could also make it feasible to change careers. 

• Networking tool. Contacts made in grad school can lead to job 
opportunities and professional connections. Grad school can be 
a great place to find others who share your values and meet 
potential colleagues from around the world.

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GRAD SCHOOL ENROLLMENT UP AGAIN 


E nrollment of new students at U.S. graduate schools 
grew 5.5 percent from 2008 to 2009 compared to 
only 4.5 percent growth the previous year, reported the 
Council of Graduate Schools (CGS). For the first time in 
ten years, enrollment increases were larger for men than 
for women, according to the Council's annual report on 
trends in graduate education. 

The 5.5 percent enrollment increase reflects 6 percent growth in 
enrollment of U.S. students and a 1.7 percent decline in international 
student enrollment — the first decrease in international students 
since 2004. 


"The strong growth in first-time graduate enrollment is an 
indication of the continued high value of graduate education," said 
CGS President Debra W. Stewart. "In particular, the 6 percent gain in 
first-time enrollment of U.S. students reflects the increasing necessity 
of a graduate degree to successfully compete in a 21st-century, 
knowledge-based economy." 

While women have long earned the majority of master's degrees 
in the U.S., the 2008-2009 academic year was the first ever in which 
women also earned more than half of U.S. doctoral degrees. 


In addition, CGS reported the following: 

• Applications to U.S. graduate schools increased 8.3 percent from 2008 
to 2009. The most popular fields were business, engineering and social 
and behavioral sciences. The fastest growth occurred in health sciences, 
where applications were up 14.6 percent. 

• Enrollment in education graduate programs grew only 0.1 percent, 
after averaging 5.7 percent annually over the last 10 years. 

• Enrollment of students from minority groups in U.S. grad schools rose 
from 28.3 percent to 29.1 percent of total enrollment. The proportion 
of international students fell from 18 percent to 16.5 percent. 

• As in previous years, about six in ten U.S. graduate students were 
women. Women comprised more than 70 percent of African American 
first-time enrollment but less than 43 percent of international students. 

• About three-quarters of all U.S. graduate students were enrolled 
at the master's level, and nearly 90 percent of graduate degrees 
conferred in 2008-2009 were master's degrees.

Just how much blame the 
business community should 
shoulder for the financial crisis is 
open to debate. Rather than dwell 
on what has happened in the past 
(and the rather embarrassing 
number of percentage of major 
players in the crisis who boasted 
an MBA from a top school), many 
voices in the community are 
instead pointing out the need to 
create a new generation of more 
responsible business leaders 
— leaders who will hopefully 
avoid the herd mentality which 
led their predecessors into such 
trouble. Their argument is that the 
traditional emphasis on teaching 
subjects such as finance, 
strategy, operations and the like 
is outmoded.

“In many respects the 
recent economic crisis stemmed 
from a failure in leadership and 
corporate responsibility,” said 
Valerie Gauthier, associate dean 
at one of Europe’s top business 
schools, HEC Paris. “And if we are 
to avoid repeating history, MBA 
students must learn to ask the right 
questions, challenge the status 
quo and trace the intricate web 
of connections between events, 
cultures, nations and disciplines.” 
The renaissance period in Europe 
once produced leaders who were 


as grounded in science and the 
arts as they were with diplomacy 
and war. Now Gauthier suggests 
that business education needs 
to create "renaissance MBAs," 
managers and professionals 
who are as familiar with 
history, philosophy and design 
as they are with a business 
plan or a balance sheet. 

Gauthier believes that one 
of the ways to achieve this would 
be to open up MBA programs 
to individuals with a much 
wider range of backgrounds so 
that bankers and management 
consultants would find 
themselves rubbing shoulders 
with artists or political scientists. 
In her view, the resulting mix 
would produce business leaders 
able to see their decisions 
and actions in a wider context 
and therefore, hopefully, 
with a more responsible and 
far-sighted approach. 

This idea of broadening 
the remit of business education 
is, of course, not new. Back 
in 2006, well before most 
people even knew what a sub- 
prime mortgage meant, Nancy 
Adler of the Desautels Eaculty 
of Management at McGill in 
Canada wrote an essay stating 
that business leadership in 
the 21 St century would call 
for “levels of inspiration and 
creativity that have been 
more the domain of artists 
and atavistic approaches than 
of most managers.” In her 
view, this meant the time was 
right for the cross-fertilization 
of the arts and leadership 
because “designing innovative 
options requires more than 
the traditional analytical and

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The Executive MBA 
A Solid Investment in Yourself

Let’s face it: the economy 
has not been in its most stable 
condition for the last year or so. 
Although that is a given, it is 
certainly not stopping ambitious 
executives from seeking the 
education they need to take 
their careers to the next level. 
The executive MBA (EMBA) 
degree remains one of the 
most solid investments you 
can make in yourself: intense 
leadership development, greater 
strategic visicn and immediately 
applicable skills are all benefits 
for an EMBA graduate. But 
perhaps the most commonly 


quoted and highly anticipated 
benefit is that of a greater salary. 

The good news is 
that a salary increase upon 
completion of an EMBA is nearly 
guaranteed. In fact, the most 
recent Executive MBA Council 
repcrt shews students quoting 
an average salary increase of 23 
percent after graduation. Equally 
interesting is the fact that the 
report shows that the actual 
payback peried fer an executive 
MBA has been reduced from 
23 to 1 7 months over the past 
year despite average program 
costs rising from $53,180 in 
2005 to $63,420 in 2009. 


Company Sponsorship - 
a Waning Trend 

In the past, most employers 
understood the major benefits 
that they could receive from 
having an employee with improved 
managerial and leadership skills, 
not to mention the reinforced 
loyalty of sponsored EMBA 
participants. The current economic 
climate has had an impact cn 
this kind cf thinking, hewever, 
and cempany spensership is cn 
the wane. Rachel Killian, Warwick 
University’s MBA Marketing 
and Recruitment Manager said, 
“We have seen a significant fall 


in the percentage of participants 
with empicyer spensership in 
2009. Hewever, our overall 
student numbers haven’t fallen, 
suggesting that self-funding 
applicants still very much value 
the EMBA experience and are 
willing to fund themselves if 
their employers can net.” 

Accerding tc the Executive 
MBA Council, there are, indeed, 
an increasing number of students 
self-financing their studies with 
the proportion of students paying 
their own way increasing from 25 
percent in 2003 to 34 percent in 
2009. Meanwhile, the number of 
companies offering students full 


reimbursement in 2009 was 32 
percent, down from 37 percent 
in 2005. Business schools still 
expect, at the very least, to see 
organizations supporting their 
employees by allowing them 
to take time out for study and 
recognizing the additional workload 
they face during their EMBA. 

When a company does decide 
to invest in a valued employee, 
it benefits not only from a direct 
return on investment from the rich 
ccurse centent, but it aisc sees 
the increased confidence and 
broader communication skills the 
employee brings back after each 
mcdule. This lays the foundation 
for new responsibilities, not only 
for the EMBA participant preparing 
for the next level, but for the 
organization developing healthy 
succession planning within as well. 

Interestingly, executive MBA 
students foresee these benefits, 
but underestimate their power. The 
Executive MBA Council reperts 
37 percent of students exiting an 
executive MBA program expected 
a promotion - 43 percent were 
actually premeted. Net cniy that, 
but cnce premeted they are more 
likely than graduates who received 
promotions from other programs 
to report an increase in their 
budgetary authority, according to 
a GMAC Global Graduate Survey. 

Everyone Comes out Winning 

Joan C. Coonrod, assistant 
dean of EMBA admissions and 
marketing at Emory University’s 
Goizueta Business School stresses 
that EMBA programs can play a 
pewerful rcle fer cempanies by 
helping them step up their retention 
efforts. She tells EMBA candidates 
to reflect cn their career path 
and get their company involved.

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“Applicants should talk 
to their companies about support 
and make their case for this 
type of development and the 
capability they will bring back to 
the organization, she said. “It’s 
interesting that executive recruiters 
tell us that companies that do 
invest in this way to build their 
leadership are well-known and are 
consistently more successful in 
attracting top talent.” In essence, 
the EMBA program can become 
a tripartite partnership between 
the school, the EMBA participant 
and the sponsoring organization. 

According to Ashridge EMBA 
graduate Chris Parker, there are 
strong arguments in favor of a 
company spending a figure of 
around $47,000 on sending a 
senior manager to an executive 
MBA program. “This is the sort 
of money that might be spent on 
getting consultants in for [two 
weeks], but the short term benefits 


from something like that are far 
outweighed by the long term 
benefits that a manager with an 
EMBA can deliver to a company in 
terms of enhanced management 
knowledge and experience from 
practical assignments,” he said. 

Many schools such as lESE 
and INSEAD provide assistance 
to strong applicants on how 
best to present their case to 
their employers and enumerate 
the advantages of the program 
to the organization to turn the 
project from cost to investment. 
Yet Janine Golden, an alumnus 
of the University of Chicago’s 
Booth School of Business 
recently told Pink Magazine, “I 
would do it all over again even 
if my company hadn’t paid for a 
portion of my education. I was 
willing to resign if they didn’t 
support the time commitment. I 
felt the contribution to my future 
success was invaluable.” 


The Future Looks Bright 

Promotions and increased 
earnings are just one side of 
the coin. An EMBA also allows 
students to start “looking around 
with a new set of eyes,” according

to Gabriel Mesquida Masana, 
an EMBA alumnus of the Henley 
Business School [at the University 
of Reading]. “You start seeing 
things that weren’t there before 
and thinking of new solutions to 
old problems from operations 
to strategic management. In my 
case there was a star subject: 


managing people. I’ve been given 
more responsibility and more 
complex situations to manage. 

I’ve seen my self assurance grow, 
along with skills and abilities. I’ve 
grown professionally,” he said. 

Eordham’s Director of 
Executive Programs, Erancis 
Petit, said he strongly believes 
the EMBA is a sound investment 
regardless of the economic climate 
and financial environment. “The 
goal of each program should 
allow candidates to think in an 
entirely new way in regard to 
business opportunities, markets, 
value, strategy and innovation. 

This ‘personal discovery’ can be 
applied to a student’s career well 
beyond graduation,” Petit said. 

The decision to make a 
serious, 18-24 month commitment 
- from the admissions process 
to managing an overbooked 
agenda, bosses’ expectations 
as well as respecting family 


commitments - goes far beyond 
rising compensation packages. 
There is much, much more to the 
EMBA adventure. There is also 
an incredible learning experience, 
a stimulating environment and 
the chance to meet people from 
all corners of the globe with rich, 
diverse backgrounds; people 
who form a network graduates 
can keep in touch for years after 
completing their programs. 

Perhaps Rachel Killian 
of Warwick Business School 
sums it up best: “When the 
economic climate is tough and 
unemployment is high, the best 
investment people can make 
is to invest in themselves.” I

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WHERE THE JOBS ARE (AND AREN'T) 


B efore applying to grad school, you need to learn about career prospects in your 
potential field of study. Program faculty, career counselors, prospective employers 
and the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) Occupational Outlook can all be helpful 
information sources. 


Consider the following look at career prospects in four popular 
fields: health care management, computer security, English literature 
and psychology. 

Health Care Management: Hiring Now! 

"Health care is the only industry that's hiring now," said Don 
Lavanty, professor of health care management at Marymount University 
in Arlington, Va. He noted that the new health care legislation will 
eventually bring millions of additional patients in to the health care 
reimbursement system. Furthermore, "The demand for people to 
manage health care outstrips clinical needs," Lavanty said.

The health care industry will require growing numbers of employees 
to research and interpret procedure codes. "All payment rests upon the 
coding," Lavanty noted. While coding itself is not the most exciting job 
and does not require an advanced degree, insurance companies and 
other health care organizations that hire coders will also need managers 
of coders. HMOs, clinics and hospitals will also need multidisciplinary 
managers to help run their imaging centers, clinical labs and respiratory 
care centers. 

Such organizations also offer opportunities for pursuing a 
management degree while working. Hospitals and other large 
health care employers often have tuition reimbursement programs and 
work schedules that allow employees to pursue an advanced degree 
part time. 


Demand for workers with a master's degree in health care 
management is bound to increase, and Lavanty expects even higher 
demand for managers with strong background in business combined 
with health care management. Marymount University's dual MBA/ 
Health Care Management degree recognizes the fact that business 
decisions in health care management are often driven by broader issues 
involving economics, marketing and finance. 

Computer Security: Secure Career 

Computer security specialists plan, coordinate and maintain an 
organization's information security. They install security software, 
monitor networks for security breaches, educate others about computer 
security and respond to cyber attacks. Sometimes they gather data and 
evidence to be used in prosecuting cyber crime. 

The responsibilities of computer security specialists continue 
to grow as cyber attacks become more and more sophisticated. Not 
surprisingly, employment opportunities are likely to increase much faster 
for computer security specialists than workers in most other fields. 

Job seekers can enhance their employment opportunities by 
earning certifications in cyber security offered through product vendors, 
computer associations and local graduate programs. University of 
Maryland University College, for example, offers a master's degree in 
cybersecurity with an option of earning the degree completely online. 

According to GetEducated.com, a Website devoted to online 
schools and degrees, annual earnings average around $75,000 for those 
in technical roles such as security engineer or Web security manager, 
while executive positions such as chief information security officer or 
security manager often command salaries of more than $100,000. 

English: Creative Job Hunting 

Even the very best students who pursue a graduate degree in 
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literature or English need to recognize the fact that academic jobs 
are hard to come by. The University of Virginia, known for its strong 
graduate program in English, says that a rigorous M.A. course of study 
is often more desirable than a Ph.D. Many of U.Va's English M.A. grads 
use their training for jobs in secondary school teaching, technology, the 
public sector, business, publishing or higher education administration. 

In a report on the future of graduate education in the United 
States, the Council of Graduate Schools calls for graduate schools to 
provide appropriate training, mentoring and information about career 
opportunities in business, government and the nonprofit sector as 
alternatives to limited opportunities in academia. 

Psychology: Doctorate, Please 

BLS reported that employment growth for psychologists will be 
around 12 percent for the next several years — about the average rate 
for all occupations. Employment is driven by increased demand for 
psychological services in schools, hospitals, social service agencies, 
mental health centers, substance abuse treatment clinics, consulting 
firms and private companies. 

Job prospects are quite limited for those with only a bachelor's 
degree in psychology. Competition is also keen for most jobs at the 
master's level, but career prospects are good for those with a master's 
degree in industrial-organizational psychology. 

Competition for admission to doctoral programs in psychology is 
intense. Career opportunities are greatest for those with a doctoral 
degree in a subfield of psychology, such as counseling or health —

especially if the degree is from a leading university. Psychologists 
with extensive training in quantitative research methods and 
computer science may have a competitive edge over job applicants 
without such background. 

Growing demand for school psychologists will be driven by rising 
awareness of how students' mental health and behavioral issues, 
such as bullying, affect learning. School psychologists are also needed 
for working with students who have disabilities or special needs, for 
tackling drug abuse, and for helping students and families deal with 
personal crises. 


Employment of psychologists is expected to grow 12 percent from 2008 
to 2018, about as fast as the average for all occupations. 

U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) Occupational Outlook 


Rising healthcare costs associated with smoking, alcoholism and 
obesity have made prevention and treatment increasingly critical, 
which boosts demand for clinical psychologists. Growing numbers of 
clinical and counseling psychologists will also be needed to help people 
deal with depression, marriage and family problems, job stress, and 
addiction. Rising numbers of seniors in the population will increase 
demand for psychologists trained in geropsychology to help people 
deal with the mental and physical challenges of aging. There is also 
demand for psychologists to work with returning veterans. 

Industrial-organizational psychologists can help to boost worker 
productivity and retention rates in a wide range of businesses. They can 
also help companies deal with issues such as workplace diversity and 
antidiscrimination policies.

decision-making skills taught 
during the past half century 
in most MBA programs.” 

Adler, who combines her 
academic work with a second 
career as a highly respected 
water colorist, uses an innovative 
approach to learning, with 
paintings that are used to get 
business students to look at the 
world in a different way while 
enhancing self-awareness and 
helping to develop their own 
leadership styles. “Art doesn’t 
serve up answers to specific 
business problems on a plate,” 
she insisted, “But what it can do 
is get you to step back, reflect 
and come up with your own 
solutions, solutions that are 


often beyond the constraints 
of accepted practice.” 

The Haas School of 
Business in Berkeley, Ca., dean 
Rich Lyons has reacted to the 
challenge of developing this 
kind of post-downturn leader 
with a major revamp of the 
MBA curriculum. “We want to 
prepare leaders who define 
what’s next for our markets 
and our societies,” he said. The 
new curriculum will emphasise 
analytical thinking, flexibility 
and creativity and is designed to 
inspire what Lyons describes as 
“confidence without arrogance." 
In the Netherlands the Nyenrode 
business school has taken an 
even more dramatic approach, 
suspending its MBA program for 
a year. “While a lot of schools 
have tinkered with their course 
material, adding bits and pieces 
here and there, we decided 
to take the program off the 
road and do a total rebuild,” 
says the international MBA 
program’s director, Desiree 


Van Gorp. “We’ve changed the 
program radically and the new 
MBA focuses a lot more on 
personal development, experiential 
learning on a global scale and 
future leadership,” she said, 

“We allocate one day a week 
specifically to this - every Friday 
we discuss topics on leadership, 
have meetings with CEOs, or have 
boot camps taking the students 
out of their comfort zone.” 

At Harvard Business School, 
the drive for a more responsible 
attitude to business has come less 
from the school itself than from 
the student body. In 2009, MBA 
student Max Anderson, came up 
with the idea of an "MBA Oath" 
under which signatories would 


promise to “act with the utmost 
integrity” in their future business 
careers. Within a few weeks over 
half of the class had taken the 
pledge and the oath has now gone 
viral and attracted interest from 
students at over 250 other schools 
around the world. 

At one of the leading schools 
in the field of entrepreneurship, 

EM Lyon, dean Patrice Houdayer 
is an enthusiastic supporter of 
the teaching of ethics, but is 
also keen that students do not 
construe legitimate risk taking 
as irresponsible behavior. “Many 
large organizations struggle once 
they reach a certain size and the 
creative spark that first brought 
them success can be stifled by 
bureaucracy, conformity and an 
unwillingness to take risks,” he 
said. “What better way to tackle 
this than to introduce some 
fresh entrepreneurial thinking to 
the existing corporate mix?” 

However some commentators 
have pointed out that it was 
individuals with unrestrained 


entrepreneurial tendencies 
who almost brought down the 
international banking system. “I 
think this is a misreading of what 
really happened in the crisis,” 
Houdayer said. “There’s a big 
difference between the "mad 
trader" and an entrepreneur with 
the right training. We need to 
get over that entrepreneurship 
is about risk assessment rather 
than ill-considered risk taking.” 

Elsewhere in the business 
education sector some schools 
are trying to create more robust 
corporate leaders by jolting 
students out of conventional 
thinking and accepted practice. 
At Warwick Business School 
in the U.K., for example, MBA 
students are put through the 
CAPITAL Centre, a joint venture 
by the English department of 
the school’s parent university 
and the Royal Shakespeare 
Company. The centre uses 
theatre workshop techniques 
to help students develop their 
soft skills such as teamwork, 
sociability, self-esteem and self- 
management. Other schools 
have taken this use of theatre 
to more extreme lengths. 

Modules and courses where 
students either analyze or even 
act out the works of William 
Shakespeare, for example, have 
become increasingly popular 
in recent years. MIT-Sloan, 
NYU-Stern, and Oxford-Said 
are just a small selection of 
those that believe that being 
King Lear or Julius Caesar for 
a few hours can teach valuable 
lessons to modern managers 
nearly four hundred years 
after the playwright’s death. 

The way we conduct 
business may never be the 
same again. And the world’s 
top business schools are 
already working hard to 
produce corporate leaders 
ready for the rigors of an 
unpredictable future. I

"It is not surprising that the U.S. tops the rankings," Philip Altbach, 
director of the Center for International Higher Education at Boston 
College, told Times Higher Education. "The U.S. understands what a 
research university is.

Altbach also noted that despite the financial crisis, American 
academic salaries remain high by global standards. "This, and the 
generally cosmopolitan atmosphere at the top universities, helps attract 
some of the best and brightest from around the world."

He warned, however, that American universities, especially the great 
public research universities led by the University of California, Berkeley, 
are facing deep budget cuts. If continued, the budget decreases will 
damage American competitiveness in the long run, he noted. 

The U.K. placed second in the rankings, with 29 universities in the 
top 200. Canada came in third, followed by Germany and Sweden. 
Mainland China has six institutions in the top 200, more than any other 
country in Asia and for the first time, more than Japan. When Hong 
Kong is included, China has 10 institutions in the top 200. The full list 
can be viewed at www.timeshighereducation.co.uk.

Film Previews 

The troubles of the U.S. education 
system are getting a big-screen 
close-up. 

There are no fewer than four 
education documentaries slated 
for release by the end of this year, 
including “Waiting for ‘Superman,’” 
a poignant look at the lives of five 
children hoping to escape dismal 
public schools by winning entrance 
to a successful charter. 

The film by Davis Guggenheim, 
the director of “An Inconvenient 
Truth,” has already created a stir 
and opens Friday. 


“In the education reform world, 
for the last 15 years, people have 
been saying, ‘We need a movie, 
like a big movie, to come along and 
tell people what is really going on,” 
said Joe Williams, the president of 
Democrats for Education Reform. 
“Now in one year we’ve got more 
than we can handle.” 

Also on the list: “Race to 
Nowhere,” created by a mother- 
turned activist upset at a high- 
stakes test culture in public educa- 
tion; “The Lottery,” which profiles 
four Harlem children hoping to 
win a slot at a charter school; and 
“Lunch Line,” a look at the histo- 
ry of school lunch. 

Critics say the films, in particu- 
lar “Superman” and “The Lottery,” 
provide an overly simplified view- 
point that hold charter schools up 
as a universal solution, and paint
